(Special by the Associated Press.) 
London, Feb. 15.— During the past 
week the weather lms been remarkably 
warm and spinglike ; the parks are al- 
ready green with young grass, in strange 
contrast to the frost which whitened the 
parks at the same season last year. It 
is announced that the court ceremonies, 
which were cancelled on account of the 
death of Prince Henry of Batten berg, 
have been only postponed until after the 
court goes out of mourning, when the 
usual number of drawing-rooms, levees, 
balls and concerts will be held. The 
Queen takes this course owing to repre- 
sentations which have been made to her 
of the great loss which tradespeople and 
others would Buffer if all the court cere- 
monies were abandoned. Her Majesty 
will return to Windsor from Osborne, 
Isle of Wight, on Thursday next. 

CONCERNING ROYALTY. 

The funeral of Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, the opening of parliament, and 
other important business which she has 
attended, have entailed upon the Queen 
a great deal of work during the past 
week or so, but she continues lo enjoy 
the best of health. It is stated that Her 
Majesty intends to confer a dukedom 
upon the Princess Beatrice with succes- 
sion to her sons, and it is believed that 
Princess Beatrice will be created Duch- 
ess of Kent, and her eldest so.i Earl of 
■Sussex. The Queen has already issued 
a warrant granting her recently widowed 
daughter a double suite of apartments in 
Kensington palace as a permanent Lon- 
don residence. She will have Osborne 
cottage, formerly occupied by the late 
Sir Henry Ponsonby,as her Isle of Wight 
home. 

Princess Beatrice and her children ar- 
rived at Nice yesterday. The Princess 
will visit the ex-Empress Eugenie at 
Cape Martin. She will take a cruise in 
the Mediterranean on board the steam 
yacht Thistle, which she lias chartered 
irotn the Duke of Hamilton for the 
season. It is understood the Princess 
takes this trip upon the special advice 
of her physician 8, who have been in at- 
tendance upon her ever since the news 
of the death of Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg was communicated to her. She, 
lloWever, will return to Cimiez by March 
12, the date lixed for the arrival at that 
charming place of her Queen mother. 
At the conclusion of Her Majesty's visit 
at Cimiez, the Princess Beatrice will 
visit the ex-Empress Frederick of Ger- 
many, the eldest of Queen Victoria's 
children, at Kronsburg. 

FOREIGN AND DOMESTIC CONCERNS. 
There is no denying that the past 
week lias been a busy one in politics 
both at home and abroad for the direc- 
tors of British diplomacy. The Trans- 
vaal question took trie tirst place in the 
parliamentary debate, although the 
chief event in foreign politics was the bap- 
tism of Prince Bal is, the eldest son of 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, into the 
orthodox Greek church, the significance 
of which is that it is generaUy admitted 
to be a prelude to Russia's recognition 
of Prince Ferdinand. Italsoshows that 
Russia and Turkey are hand-in- 
hand, which is "proved by the 
fact that the latter has already 
asked the powers to recognize Prince 
Ferdinand. Jtfhe powers will not oppose 
this request, as it settles a delicate ques- 
tion, and it is doubted abroad whether 
Russia will obtain the influence in the 
long run that she hopes to secure 
through her influence over Bulgaria. 
The Pope, it is known, has been greatly 
annoyed by Prince Ferdinand's action, 
and "His Holiness has declared that it 

E X -COM M l' NICATES HIM. 

Considerable comment has been caus- 
ed by the appointment of Li Hung 
Chang to represent, China at the Czar's 
coronation, especially as it is connected, 
by rumor at leant, with the reported 
Russian-Chinese alliance. There is a 
strong belief in diplomatic circles that 
Russia will try to use Li Hung Chung to 
the full extent of the latter's capability 
of being adapted to pushing the Czar's 
policy, but, on the other hand, there are 
people who think it probable that Li 
Hung Chang's rival, VVung Tung 
Ho, the Emperor's tutor, wants 
to get him oet of the way 
and has caused the Chinese diplomat to 
be sent to Russia for the coronation in 
the hope that Li Hung Chang will so 
seriously damage his reputation that he 
may pass at least an unpleasant hour 
when he returns to Peking. The blue 
book just issued on the 

ARMENIAN NEGOTIATIONS 

is exceedingly interesting. It shows 
that Russia throughout has been stead- 
ily opposed to coercive measures and in- 
timated that any such step upon the 
part of Great Britain would be 
positively distasteful to her. She 
objected" to the scheme of reforms 
being regarded as an ultimatum, and did 
not want to see another Bulgaria estab- 
lished in Armenia, The despatches of 
Prince Lobanof RoBtOVSky, Russian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, indicate 
that Russia was convinced that the feel- 
ing in England against the so-called mis- 
rule of the Sultan was realy due to the 
work of the Armenian agitators. A 
striking feature brought out by the 
blue book is the fact that in spite of 
Russia's attitude Great Britain persisted 
in a pretence of coercion. The news- 
papers are inclined to throw the 

J1LAME ON SIH PHILIP OUItRIB, 

British ambassador at Constantinople, 
and it is already announced that the 
hitter is to take a leave of absence, but 
it , is doubtful if he can return to his 



post, and it is reported that Baron 
Cromer, British consul-general in 
Egypt, will replace him. Baron Cromer 
has been very successful in his treat- 
ment ol Egyptian affairs. On the other 
hand, it is said that Sir Philip Currie 
will succeed the Marquis of Dufferin, 
the British ambassador at Paris, who 
will shortly resign. 

Coming nearer home, the Transvaal 
question has led in point of interest in 
the parliamentary debates. Mr. Cham- 
berlain's speech in connection with the 
South African muddle produced an ex 
cellent effect. But the very great credit 
he has gained By his masterly handling 
of the subject from first to last has been 
marred by what appeared to be an error 
of judgment in publishing his message to 
President Kruger before it was delivered 
to the chief executive of the South Afri- 
can republic, who only got a short cable 
summary from the secretary for the col- 
onies, briefer in fact than the one sent 
to the Cape by the news agencies. 

PRESIDENT KRUGER 
was greatly offended at this slight and 
replied curtly, resenting any interfer- 
ence in the interna! affairs of 
the Transvaal. Under these circum- 
stances there is a general feeling 
that the embroglio is in no way settled 
and that the international side of the 
question is still susceptible to serious 
trouble. The publication of the blue 
book here, and the white book in Berlin, 
show that there has been friction be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain over 
the Transvaal for the past eleven 
months, ano the shrewd attitude of 
Portugal in delaying making a reply to 
the request to allow German marines to 
land at Delngoa Bay until the crisiB was 
over has given/h great deal of satisfac- 
tion here. 

The English newspapers interpret the 
correspondence as disclosing that Ger- 
many is aiming to establish a veto not 
merely over the political but over the 
commercial union of South Africa, and 
there is a general feeling here that Great 
Britain must resist this pretension to 
the utmost. The speech of the German 
minister for foreign affairs, Baron Mar- 
schall von Bieberstein, has somewhat 
smoothed the bitterness, and itis thought 
to have been intended as an advance 
towards Great Britain, especially in the 
case of his denial of any knowledge of 

resident Kruger having appealed for 
German intervention, but this denial is 
puzzling in view of the British oflicial 
advices to the contrary. 

HOME RULE* 

The speech which Mr. T. Healy de- 
livered on home rule, which question 
bob(>ed up as serenely as ever, is gener- 
ally conceded to have been the cleverest 
heard this Bession. It was in 
marked contrast to the feeble, 
watery character of Mr. John Dillon's 
remarks. Mr. Healy's speech was a 
line fighting effort, and be repeatedly 
scored off the Conservative leader, Mr. 
A. J. Balfour, to the delight of the occu- 
pants of the Irish benches. The subse- 
quent remarks of Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, the Liberal leader, proved 
very satisfactory to the members of his 
party, and his attitude towards the Ven- 
ezuelan dispute has teen strongly com- 
mended by the Conservative as well as 
Liberal organs. In fact his urging of 
arbitration reflects the general feeling of 
the House of -Commons, and for the mat- 
ter of that, of all the thinking people of 
the population. 

Though the Transvaal question led in 
the parliamentary debate, the Vene- 
zuelan dispute came in a good second. 
It is stated that the blue book on Vene- 
zuela, shortly to be issued, is arranged 
in two divisions. The first is reported 
to be a narrative and summary of the 
British case, and the second is described 
as being the full evidence upon which 
the British claims rest.

PREFERENTIAL TRADE. 

British Empire League Decides Not to Offer 
a Resolution in the House of 
Commons. 

London, Feb. 15.— Inquiries have been 
made at the offices of the Canadian com- 
missioner here by a representative of 
the Associated Press, regarding the 
Times' announcement, a day or so ago, 
that it was believed the accession of 
Sir Charles Topper to the ministry 
would lead Canada to make some defin- 
ite offer of preferential trade and that 
it was probable the united governments 
of Australia would make a similar 
offer, the recent turn in foreign affairs, 
especially regarding Germany and the 
United "States, having, it was claimed, 
given much popular impetus to this 
movement. The Associated Press was, 
however, informed that the subject had 
not yet teen broached by Canada, 
though, it was added, the sug- 
gestion was undoubtedly the out- 
come of the Ottawa conference. 
The British Empire League has de- 
cided not to offer a resolution in the 
House of Commons in favor of preferen- 
tial tariffs with the Empire in view of 
the rumored action of the colonies, but 
in the meantime the League's propa- 
ganda will be published upon every pos- 
sible occasion. *

EXTERMINATE THE SEALS. 

The Senate Recommends This Course Un- 
less Great Britain Agrees to a 
" Modus Vivendi." 

Washington, Feb. 15. — The senate 
committee on foreign relations held a 
meeting to-day and practically decided 
to favorably report Senator Pettigrew's 
bill for the amendment of the law regu- 
lating the seal fisheries. The main 
feature of the Pettigrew bill is a provi- 
sion for permitting the President to 
have all * the seals, males and 
females, on the Pribyloff islands 
killed in ease other governments 
interested will not agree to a modus 
vivendi for the better protection of the 
seals, while the matter of permanent 
protection is under consideration by an 
international commission, for which the 
bill makes provision. The committee 
took the position that the regulations of 
the Paris tribunal have not resulted in 
the protection of the seals, and 
that they are being rapidly ex- 
terminated both by direct slaughter 
and by the indirect and cruel 
method of killing the female seals and 
leaving their voting to die of starvation. 
In view of the facts they conclude that 
the total extermination of the herd is at, 
best only a question ol a few years. If 
all are killed outright, as they might be 
When they land on the island next sum- 
mer, the United States would secure the 
proceeds of the slaughter and the star- 
vation of the young sealB would bo pre- 
vented.

The Trades and Labor Council met 
last night at the request o£ the Toronto 
Trades and Labor Council. They will 
petition the government, through Mr, 
Corbould, M.P., against the passage of 
the bill relating to " Conspiracies and 
Combinations formed in restraint of 
trade."

A By-Law 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year ISM. 

Whereas by virtue of the " Municipal Act, 
1832," and amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under the conditions contained therein, 
Borrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality for the year 1805, and bearing 
such rate of interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
annual revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and improvements or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality of the City of Victoria for the year 
1895, was $262,519.05: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 1896 payable out of the annual 
revenue before such revenue for such year be- 
comes payable by the taxpayers, it is requisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding f 120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows :- 

See. 1. It shall be lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit ol the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, linn or tirms, corporation or corpor- 
ations, who may be willing to advance tho same, 
the sum of ?120,000 in such amounts and at such 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, iu the opinion of the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee of the Council, be required, 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding live per 
centum per annum. 

Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall be ex- 
pended in defraying the current legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation for the year 18%. and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof on or before tho :ilst day of December, 
1890, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. 8. The amount so borrowed, and interest 
thereon, shall be a liability of the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of the municipal revenue for 
tho current year, 1896, and the form of obliga- 
tion 10 be given as an acknowledgment of 
such liability to the said lender or lenders 
shall be a promissory note or notes as the sums 
maybe required, signed by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee and the Clerk of the said 
Corporation, and bearing the seal of the said 
Corporation, all of which notes shall be made 
payable on or before the 31st of December, 1890, 
and a notice shall be written or printed on the 
back of the note to the effect that the liability 
of the said Corporation incurred by said 
promissory note or notes shall be a liability 
payable out of tho municipal revenue for the 
year 1890. 

e. -1. In the construction of this by-law the 
expressions " land" and " improvements" and 
"real property "shall have, respectively, the 
meanings given to them in the " Municipal Act. 
1892," and amendments thereof. 

Sec. 5. This by-law may be cited as the " An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1890."

PREFERENTIA L TRA DE. 

YVeareglad to see that the theory of pre- 
ferential trade between Great Britain and 
her colonies is gaining ground, botli in 
the Mother Country and lier dependen- 
cies. There are many Englishmen who 
do not like the idea that their count r 
must continue to lie dependent upon 
foreign nations for food and for the raw 
materials of manufacture. They believe 
that if proper encouragement were given 
to the colonies and dependencies of the 
Empire Great Britain could in a 
very short time be made in 
these respects wholly independent 
of the foreigner. If she took all or even 
the chief part of her .supplies from her 
colonies, the trade that would thus he 
created would be of the greatest benefit 
to those colonies, and the Empire, being 
self-supporting, could regard with indif- 
ference the commercial unfriendliness 
and even the hostility of foreign nations. 
Sir Charles Tupper in Ids lecture on 
preferential trade, which he delivered in 
Montreal a few weeks ago, drew a vivid 
picture of the way in which Great 
Britain is treated in matters of trade by 
the nations which derive the greatest 
benefit from her liberal policy of free 
trade. He said : 

But there is another point which is 
being brought forward. They say " We 
dare not adopt this policy that is pro- 
posed. We dare not impose a duty of ~> 
per cent, or 10 per cent, upon the pro- 
ducts of foreign countries coming into 
Kngland so as to favor our colonies, be- 
cause, if we do, those countries will re- 
taliate, anil we shall have our great 
foreign trade interfered with." Retali- 
ate—now can they retaliate? When 
you get a fence as high as it is possible 
to erect it, you cannot get it any higher.

yet receiving no consideration whatever.

A- GRIT ROORBACK. 

The Grit newspapers from one end of 
the Dominion to the other have been 
declaring with different degrees of viru- 
lence that Sir Charles Tupper owes his 
election to the interference on his behalf 
of the Roman Catholic Bishop of Anti- 
gonish and the priests of t he Catholic con- 
gregations in the constituency. The story 
was that the Bishop had written a pas- 
toral letter commanding all good Catho- 
lics to vote for Sir Charles Tupper and 
describing in the harshest terms those 
who refused to do justice to the Manito- 
ba minority. The story was told with 
such confidence and repeated by so 
many persons and newspapers without 
question, that it came to be believed 
generally that Bishop Cameron did 
write the pastoral, on alleged extract of 
which was published. The contradic- 
tion of it, therefore, which appeared in 
the Antigonish Casket and other Nova 
Scotian paper took the people by sur- 
prise. Here is the contradiction of the 
roorback as it appeared in the Casket: 

" Respecting a 'pastoral letter' alleged 
by a dispatch in the Halifax Chronicle, 
of Tuesday, to have been issued by His 
Lordshio Bishop Cameron to the priests 
of the county of Cape Breton, we are 
authorized by His Lordship to say that 
no such pastoral letter or circular was 
ever Bent. The statement of the Chron- 
icle's correspondent to the contrary is 
false. What he calls a pastoral letter 
is a garbled extract from a private 
letter, marked as such, referring to a 
leading article in the same issue 
of the Chronicle. His Lordship further 
says the action of the clergy of the 
county in advising their people from 
the pulpit to support the candidate who 
was for granting relief to their oppressed 
co-religionists in Manitoba, while meet- 
ing with His Lordship's approval, was 
not taken at any command or request 
from him. It is a relevant fact, in con- 
nection with the insinuations contained 
in the article mentioned, that, from the 
time of their meeting in London, last 
spring, to the day of the election in 
Cape Breton, no communication, direct 
or indirect, passed between His Lord- 
ship and Sir Charles Tupper, except the 
hitter's simple request, by telegram, to 
meet him, as an old and esteemed friend, 
at the railway station on his way from 
the county yesterday." 

The whole story of the pastoral letter 
and the instructions to the priests was 
a campaign lie invented by the Cape 
Breton Grits to prevent Sir Charles Top- 
per's return, and repeated with addi- 
tions by the Grits of other places for the 
purpose of creating a prejudice against 
the Conservative party among Protest- 
ants. When we remember how ready 
the Grits here were in the late Victoria 
campaign to invent atrocious lies and 
distort ami misrepresent facts we are 
not at all surprised that the Grits of 
Cape Breton pounced upon and garbled 
a passage in a private letter to deceive 
and mislead the Cape Breton electors.

SOCIALISM IN GERMANY. 

The growth of socialism in Germany 
has been most remarkable. Not many 
years ago there were estimated to be in 
the country not more than 100,000 So- 
cialists. They were not organized, and 
they were not represented in the Reich- 
stag by even one member. Socialists 
were then looked upon us harmless en- 
thusiasts and were heard with indul- 
gence by those who did not believe in 
their theories. They had no political 
influence whatever, and consequently 
they were neither respected nor 
feared by the politicians. The 
ideas of the Socialists continued 
to spread silently and steadily. After 
a while their increase was recognised by 
men in power, and Bismarck was ac- 
cused of favoring them, principally with 
the view of using them for the purpose 
of keeping the middle class in subjection. 
In 187S the German Socialists began to 
be looked upon as a political party of 
some importance. They had then nine 
representatives in Parliament. Bis- 
marck seeing this, thought the time had 
come to put the Socialists down, so he 
procured the passage of his anti-Socialist 
bill. But the Socialists continued to grow- 
in spite of restrictions and discourage- 
ments. Bismarck opposed them strenu- 
ously, keeping his restrictive laws in 
force and enacting others still more 
severe, but Socialism would not be 
stamped out. The Socialists have now 
■17 representatives in the Reichstag, and 
there are on the voters' lists of the Em- 
i pire 2,250,000 Socialist electors. The 
Socialists have now in Germany no in- 
considerable amount of political power. 
They form an element which the Gov- 
ernment has to take into consideration. 
They have hail influence enough to pro- 
cure the enactment of laws favorable to 
their views, and it is believed Socialism 
is making considerable gains among the 
peasant class.

CANADIAN PORK. 

The growth of the pork trade of 
Canada is remarkable, and shows very 
learly the efficacy of moderate protec- 
tion. In 1890 the export of hog products 
was not quite $650,000, but last year 
they amounted to nearly four millions 
of dollars. In 1890 the duty on pickled 
pork was raised from 1 cent a pound to 
l'j cents, and on smoked and cured 
meats from 2 cents to 3 cents a pound. 
The effect of the increase of duty was to 
mcourage the production of Pork in Can- 
ula and to discourage its importation. In 
l.S'JO hog products to the value of $1,458,- 
285 were imported into the Dominion; 
in L895 the value of the pork, bacon, 
hams and lard imported was only $309,- 
430. This was a very great reduction in 
five years. The increase of duty, it may 
be saitl, almost drove American pork out 
of the Canadian market, and it also had 
the effect of making Canada a compet- 
itor, and a successful competitor, too, 
with the United States in the foreign 
market. In 1890 the foreign shipments 
of hog meats were only 7,730,971 pounds, 
valued at $645,3(50; in L8!»5 the Cana- 
dian export of such meats was 41,- 
930,348 pounds, valued at $3,943,275. 

Canadian pork has, moreover, gained 
for itself a high character in the British 
market. The Mark bane Express in a 
review of the British provision trade of

Another meeting for the considera- 
tion of the estimates of municipal ex- 
penditure for the current year has been 
called for Tuesday evening by His Wor- 
ship Mayor Beaven, and it is not likely 
that the subject will be disposed of at 
this meeting as the cutting down opera- 
tion has only just commenced. Reduc- 
tions of salaries in more than one muni- 
cipal deoartment are said to be proposed, 
while Aid. Williams and Partridge have 
in view economy upon other lines 
that are outlined in notices of motion 
duly bulletined yesterday. 

That bearing the signature of Ald.AVi;- 
liams provides that " No money shall be 
paid to any alderman of this city as in- 
demnification in respect to his attend- 
ance at meetings of the council or any 
other service rendered by him to or on 
behalf of the city during his term of 
office." Aid. Partridge's resolution eon- 
tains an implied adverse comment upon 
the recent action of the school board, or 
at least it is so interpreted by the ma- 
jority. It proposes that all telephones 
now in use by the aldermen at the city's 
expense be immediately discontinued. 

The cutting down of salaries was an 
important feature of Friday night's 
special meeting, all the departments 
suffering to a greater or less extent. Of 
course there is a possibility that the 
action already taken may not be final, 
but it is orily'a possibility. The mem- 
bers of the police force under the pre- 
sent arrangement will have their in- 
comes very materially decreased, while 
the office of poundkeepor has been de- 
clared unnecessary, and the services of 
Mr. Shaw dispensed with accordingly. 
The resolution in this connection, pro- 
posed by Aid. Humphrey, was carried at 
Friday evening's meeting, and Mr. Shaw 
has already received a formal notification 
that the city will not require ids ser- 
vices after the Blst of March next.

"Happier if you 
force him to givo you up and seek an- 
other wife?" She starts as if flicked 
with a whip. "Would you be happier 
stripped of your possessions, cast out of 
your house, to lly from justice with 
your father?" She looks at mo in palo 
terror. "Why, thou, there's nothing to 
bo won, and what's to loso? The lovo of 
a noble, honest gentleman, tho joy of 
raising him from penury. " 

"Oh, say no more," cries sho iu pas- 
sion. "I know not what madness pos- 
sessed me to overlook such consequences.

than this. Nay, maintaining that Si- 
mon must bo dishonest by tho proof wo 
had of his hypocrisy and double dealing, 
she would havo me enter upon my office 
at once by sending letters to till hor ton- 
ants, warning thorn to pay no rout to 
any ono lately in her service, but only 
to mo, and these lotters, which kept my

TRACTION ENGINES. 

To tiu: Editor: — A bill is at present 
before the legislature, the object oi which 
is to grant a monopoly the right of run- 
ning traction engines on the Cariboo 
road. Considerable opposition having 
been manifested by the people of the 
interior to this scheme, a petition is now 
being circulated in this city praying that 
tin- privileges mentioned in the said lull 
be granted. It is but fair, therefore, 
that both sides of the question bo put 
before the Victoria public. 

The great argument of the supporters 
of the bill is that the use of traction en- 
gines will cheapen the costof transporta- 
tion and thus prove advantageous to 
the mining interests of Cariboo. Does 
the bill before the house insure this? 
The only clause dealing with freight 
rates enacts that not more than 4 cents 
per pound shall be charged to Barker- 
villo and intermediate points. This, its 
upholders claim, will insure a reduction 
of 30 per cent, on present rateH. 

To deal with Uurkervillo first, this 
contention is not based on facts, for four 
cents is not a thirty per cent, reduction. 
It is true that for a timo six cents was 
asked on freight to that point, but very 
little indeed was actually shipped at that 
price. Five and a half and even five 
cents aro nearer the normal figures. 
There were two causes for the tempor- 
ary and, an it proved, practically abor- 
tive inflation of freight rates to Barker- 
villo. The first w-"S a poor harvest in 
18 ( .)5. This enhanced the price of feed 
and thereby increased teamsters' ex- 
penses. The latter, to meet this condi- 
tion of affairs, formed a union and fixed 
a freight schedule in which the rate to 
Barkerville was set at six cents. But 
this union has now fallen through en- 
tirely and very little freight wont to Bar- 
verville at the union prices. At the 



present time freight can be forwarded to 
Barkerville for five and a half cunts, 
only one and a half cents more than the 
traction engine people propose to charge. 

But, Mr. Editor, Barkerville is not 
now the point in Cariboo to which most 
freight, is shipped. The larger half of 
the shipments from Ashcroft do not go 
further than the 150-Mile House. The 
present rates to this point are from one 
and three-quarters to two cents, large 
shipments being contracted for at the 
last mentioned price. Now, according 
to the bill before the house, the traction 
engine people are to be at liberty to 
charge four cents to Barkerville or in- 
termediate points. What is to prevent 
them, as soon as they have driven the 
present outfits off the road, from charg- 
ing the full four cents to the 150-Mile 
House, or at any rate a higher freight 
than now obtains? They will have the 
power, and who ever yet knew' of a cor- 
poration which did not strain its powers 
to the utmost to grind money out of the 
people? Not ono third of "the freight 
shipped during the last t.vo years has 
gone to Barkerville, and with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Whittier's pipe there 
is no present prospect of any large 
shipment to that point in the near fu- 
ture. If, therefore, the only restriction 
to be placed on traction engine rates is 
to be four cents to Barkerville or inter- 
mediate points their supporters will find 
in the near future that the average cost 
of freight shipped to Cariboo will be fif- 
teen or twenty per cent, higher than at 
present aa soon as the teamsters are 
driven ofT, instead of its being reduced 
by thirty per cent, as they afreet to 
think. 

But, Mr. Editor, there are other more 
surprising privileges granted by the pro- 
posed bill. These engines are to be al- 
lowed to run over the road freed from all 
liability, either for damage to the road- 
bed or for accidents caused by their pre- 
sence upon it. In other words, it is pro- 
posed to make a deed of gift to this 
monopoly of the Cariboo road. Is this 
just? Who paid for the building of this 
road. It may not be known to all of the 
people of Victoiia that, for about fifteen 
years, the people oi the interior paid a 
road tax of two cents per pound gross 
weight on everything that went over 
the road and that a toll of one cent gross 
weight was collected up to nine years 
ago. Tho cost of the road was more than 
refunded to the government by tho peo- 
ple of the interior in this way. Is it fair 
that that for which the people paid 
should be given to a monopoly, the only 
effect of wiiose existence will " be to de- 
stroy the market that many of these 
very people now have for their pro- 
duce? 

There would be no objection to trac- 
tion engines if they wanted no excep- 
tional privileges. If their promoters 
will guarantee to make the road suffi- 
ciently wide in all parts to allow teams 
to pass by their engines safely, and will 
further agree to repair all damage caused 
by them to the roadbed and will be 
responsible for accidents not occasioned I 
by the negligence of the parties injured, 
the opposition to their scheme will dis- 
appear. There are hundreds of places , 
along the Cariboo road where two 
freight teams cannot pass each other, I 
and the result of a team meeting a trac- 1 
tion engine at any of these points will [ 
assuredly be that serious accidents will 
occur. The traction engine people know 
this; hence their application for a bill j 
to relieve them of liability. Further, 
many of the bridges and some portions j 
of the road will not in all probability 
bear up the weight of these engines and 
the loads they draw. 

Who is to' pay for the damage that 
will he caused if such prove to be the 
case? Why, again the property holders 
of the interior, who will be taxed to keep I 
the road in repair. Ami still if some of 
these same taxpayers lose valuable pro- 
perty, or even life or limb, through an 
accident occasioned by the traction en- 
gines, there it. to bo no redress against J 
the monopoly. All that they are required | 
to do is to turn to the outside edge of 
the road and give the right cf way to 
teams, precautions which anyone know- 
ing anything of the Cariboo road and 
tho teams that drive over it is fully 
aware are of no avail as far as prevent- 
ing accidents is concerned. All for 
what? That this same rnonoply may 
have the privilege of charging four cents 
for freight in a year or two for transport- 
ing goods] which are now carried for one 
and three-quarters to two cents, and 
that some seventy-five teamsters shall 
bo thrown out of employment aud their 
outfits rendered practically worthless, 
and that the whole agricultural portion 
of Cariboo shall he deprived of a market 
for their produce*. 

It must be borne in mind that one- 
fifth at least of all the freight that leaves 
Ashcroft is shipped to farmers and paid 
for by them. Moreover, in iS'Jb there 
was a fraction over six thousand dol- 
lars paid out for freight shipped from 
Ashcroft to Cariboo. This circulates 
amongst the farmers, blacksmiths, 
harness-makers and other mechanics, 
and eventually is mainly sent to Vic- 
toria and other coast cities for supplies. 
Let the people of these cities judge 
whether it will be better for them that 
this large sum of money should go into 
the / hands of a nionoply to be almost en- 
tirely retained by two or three men, or 
that it should bo distributed amongst 
all the people of tho interior, thereby 
stimulating trade, causing larger orders 
to be given to coast merchants and ready | 
payments to be made to them.

THE NORTH POLE. 

Doubts as to the Reported Success of Dr. 
Nansen— Professor Andre's Balloon 
Expedition. 

London, Feb. 15.— The British consul 
at Archangel confirms by telegraph the 
report that Dr. Nansen js safe and is 
returning from the north pole. The 
news of Dr. Hansen's success lias created 
intense interest in this city. The report 
received from Irkhutsk, Siberia, was 
generally discredited at first, although 
more faith is placed in it than in the 
previous rumors which reached London 
during the past twelve months. 

The dispatch from the British consul 
at Archangel is regarded as conclusively 
showing that the Norwegian explorer is 
homeward bound, even if be has not dis- 
covered the pule. But as the dispatch 
refers to the North Pole, the hope is en- 
tertained that Dr. Nansen's journey may 
5inv? been crowned with the highest 
success. 

Mr. Scott Kellie, n member of the 
Roval Geographical Society, and agent 
of Dr. Nansen in England, in an inter- 
view to-day said that be w;ts surprised 
that he bad not received a telegram 
from Dr. Nansen, but he thought it 
probable that the explorer had not re- 
turned after reaching' the pole. He 
added, however, that he did not know 
exactly how Dr. Nansen would prove 
that he hud been there except by report 
and observations. 

Mr. Clements R. Markham, president 
of the Royal Geographical Society is 
sending a circular to Canada regarding 
Professor Andre's balloon expedition, 
and asking the Dominion authorities to 
take every step possible to have the bal- 
loon watched for report, if seen, to the 
British government. The Hudson's Bay 
Company will bear the cost of the distri- 
bution of a largo number of circulars in 
northernmost portions of Canada. 

STRIKES IN GERMANY. 

Berlin, Feb. 15.— The great clothing 
strike, which will affect some 50,001) peo- 
ple, is now spreading into towns like 
Halle, Stettin and Mannheim. In Ham- 
burg, Berlin and other centres, 1,200 
circulars have been distributed explain- 
ing the needs and demands of the strik- 
ers. The chief demand is the supression 
of sweaters. Over 120 bureaus have 
been opened in Berlin alone to receive 
money for the assistance of the strikers, 
and some of the newspapers are 
asking for popular subscriptions. 
The strikers have shown that middle- 
men made enormous profits, and the 
general feeling is that the strike will end 
in some compromise arrangement, as it is 
not considered probable that sufficient 
funds will bo forthcoming to enable such 
a large number of strikers to bold out 
for any length of time. The carpenters' 
strike "has ended in a victory for the 
strikers. The master carpenters yielded 
to the demands of their employes and 
2,200 of them have returned to work.

Mr. E. J. Fader, manager of the Main 
Quesnelle Gold Dredging & Mining Co., 
and Judge S. D. Griffiths, of Tacomu, 
one of the directors, were in town yes- 
terday for the purpose of having their 
company, whose headquarters are at 
Tacoma, registered under the foreign 
companies act. This was done yester- 
day. The capital stock is $250,000, and 
the bead office in British Columbia is at 

Quesnelle. 

The two gentlemen have just returned 
from an extended visit to the East, and 
this morning left for Ashcroft to arrange 
for the beginning of active mining oper- 
ations. Mr. Fader, it will be remem- 
bered, is the inventor of an immensely 
powerful gold dredging plant, which it 
is intended to use on the company's 
lease oh the Quesnelle river. Mr. Fader 
stated yesterday that he had completed 
the shipment of all the machinery and 
supplies for the first dredging plant and 
they were now at Ashcroft. A consid- 
erable quantity of freight has already 
gone to the mine and the machinery will 
be moved irom Ashcroft shortly, it being 
intended to start operations about May 
L. The boiler is of 40 horse power 
and the engines can gear the 
drum to over 100 horse power. 
This new methodof dredginghas already 
been described in the Colonist. It can 
be used in water even at as great a depth 
as 500 feet, the steel-toothed buckets of 
cast-iron handling 400 square yards of 
dirt in ten hours. 

Mr. Fader says that by careful pros- 
pecting last summer with a small plant, 
he had found on both the North and 
South Forks highly satisfactory results. 
The gold was coarse, running as high as 
$17.50 a cubic yard, and the North Fork 
was found equally as rich as the 
South Fork. He had received informa- 
tion that the works on the Cape Horn 
lease on the North Fork were about com- 
pleted; the cut across the point had been 
successfully made and the dam put in. 
From the prospects he had made last 
summer just below the Cape Horn prop- 
erty, it would, he expected, turn out 
to be very rich. There were many 
points from that lease down that 
had never been worked, as they 
had hitherto been too deep for the indi- 
vidual miner to work with the rocker 
and cradle. Now, however, with 
the new methods and machinery, this 
could be handled, as he had proved sat- 
isfactorily to himself witil the small 
plant he had used last summer in pros- 
pecting. 

The first work he had done last sum- 
mer, Mr. Fader said, was on the South 
Fork, just above the bridge, and that 
proved to be very rich, the dirt 
troing as high as $17.50 a yard, An ex- 
pert miner who had recently visited the 
Quesnelle river expressed his belief 
from personal experience that the South 
Fork from the lake to the Forks, a dis- 
tance of eight miles, was without any 
doubt very rich in gold. In the canyons 
about the centre of that distance gold is 
still being picked in large pieces from 
crevices, when the water is low enough 
to allow the prospector to work. 

" Speaking of the Quesnelle river in 
general," went on Mr. Fader, " it passes 
through the rich gold belt of Cariboo and 
to my own knowledge during the last 
year, companies have been formed rep- 
resenting collectively capital of million- 
id' dollars, to operate in different ways on 
the river." He continued that the 
manager of the hydraulic company 
on what are familiarly known as 
the French claims, had told him 
(Mr. Fader) that the intention is to 
open out the claims this summer. This 
property adjoins that of Mr. Fader's 
company, Which extends ten miles along 
the main Quesnelle river from Beaver 
mouth down. The mining development 
of the district is yet in its infancy, for 
now ground that had never before been 
touched could be opened up by 
modern methods and machinery. The 
proposed putting of traction engines on 
the Cariboo road would be of great as- 
sistance; to the mining man, enabling 
him to get in his machinery and sup- 
plies cheaper than heretofore has been 
the case. 

The plant which Mr. Fader's company 
will use is made in Canada, Mr. Fader 
having arranged for its manufacture in 
Ottawa. He expects to have live or ten 
more dredges in operation if the present 
plant works satisfactorily, and of 
this he has not the least doubt. The 
Ottawa works can turn out and ship 
a lull plant in three weeks' time. The 
company intend also to make a cut a 
mile and a half through a point in their 
leased ground for the purpose of turning 
the river channel, so that they can work 
the present bed of the river. 

After the dredging' plant is in oper- 
ation the company will go ahead with 
the cut. Mr. Win. Iieadsley, head of 
the firm of Beadsley Bros, of Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania, a thoroughly practical 
miner and treasurer o| Mr. Fa- 
der's company, is coming West 
in a month to take charge of the 
work of running the cut. By Mr. 
Fader's patent dredger the cost of hand- 
ling a cubic yard of ground is only ten 
cents, so that there will be an enormous 
margin for profit in view of the highly 
satisfactory results of the prospecting 
last summer.

Clever Play Witnessed on Both Sides 
—The Swifts Win at 
Nanainio. 



The final Rugby match of the season, 
Victoria v. Nanaimo, was played yester- 
day, on the Caledonia ground, and re- 
sulted in a win for the homo team by 
one goal (five points) to one try (three 
points). The weather was fine, but the 
ground was heavy owing to the recent 
rains. The attendance was fairly good 
and the spectators were favored with an 
excellent exhibition of the Rugby game. 

Miller beat Webster in the spin of 
the coin, and the homo captain elected 
to play from the street car end. At 3.15 
p.m. Woodburn set the ball in motion 
on behalf of Nanaimo ; Miller returned 
to the centre, play at once becoming fast 
and open. Pretty passing between 
the Victoria three-quarters, in which 
Wigram made some very neat play, 
resulted in Schofield taking* a 
pass from the last named player 
and making a vigorous effort to score. 
Marshall, however, showed that he had 
lost none of his pace, promptly bringing 
his man down. The Nanaimo forwards, 
headed by the "old standby" Duffy, 
several times broke away, but the Vic- 
toria halves, who throughout played 
pluckily and well, prevented their 
rushes becoming dangerous. Notwith- ' 
standing good play by the Victoria 
backs the visitors pressed repeatedly 
until Petticrew relieved with a huge 
punt. Even play followed, Miller, Gam- 
ble and Wigram on the one side, and 
Quine, Webster and Bamford on the 
other, making repeated ellorts to get 
away, but the tackling on both 
sides was safe and sure, and 
no score resulted.

ROYAL CHRISTENING. 

Henry of York to Be the Name of the Prince 
of Wales' Grandson. 

London, Feb. 15.— The christening of 
the second son of the Duke of York will 
occur on Monday next at Sandringham. 
The ceremony will take place in the 
church there, and Rev. Canon Harper, 
chaplain to the Prince of Wales, 
will officiate.

LONDON LANDMARK GONE. 

The House In Which Mrs. Dickens Started 
a' Young Ladies' School. 

London, Feb. 15. — One of the Inter- 
esting houses which are disappearing 
before the touch of innovation in Lon- 
don is the three story brick residence, 
No. 115 Gower street, which was taken 
down last week. This is the house 
which John Dickens, father of the 
novelist, rented in order that his wife 
might start a young ladies' school and 
thus repair the family fortunes. The 
result was a failure and the heavy debts 
incurred forced the Dickens family into 
the debtors' prison known as the Mar- 
sbalgea.
